DREADFUL EXPLOSION—Blowing up of the 
Steam Frigate Fulton. 

An accident of a most awful and fatal character 
occurred at the New-York Navy Yard on Thurs- 
day evening, by the explosion of the powder ma- 
gazine of the steam frigate Fulton. 

The Fulton has ever since the war, been occu- 
pied as a receiving ship, and was moored within 
two hundred yards of the shore. ‘The magazine 
was in the bow of the ship, and contained at the 
time of the explosion, but three barrels of damaged 
powder. The explosion was not louder than that 
produced by the discharge of a single cannon; and 
many persons in the Navy Yard supposed the re- 
port to have proceeded from such a source, until 
they saw the immense column of smoke arising 
from the vessel. There were attached to the Ful- 
ton, by the roll of the ship, 143 persons: and, at 
the time of the explosion, there were supposed to 
have been on board the vessel about sixty persons, 
of whom 382 have been killed! and 22 wounded, 
many of them severely. 

This dreadful accident was occasioned by the 
Gunner going into the magazine, to procure pow- 
der to fire the evening gun. He was charged by 
one of the officers, previously to his going below, 
to be careful; and soon after, the explosion took 
place. We understand that he was a man between 
50 and 60 years of age, and had just been appoint. 
ed to that office. 

The Fulton is a complete wreck: the bow being 
destroyed nearly to the water, and the whole of this 
immense vessel, whose sides were more than four 
feet thick, and all other parts of corresponding 
strength, is now lying an entire heap of ruins, burst 
asunder in all parts, and aground at the spot where 
she was moored. 

The room in which the officers were dining was 
situated about midships. The whole company at 
the table were forced, by the concussion, against 
the transom, with such violence as to break their 


limbs, and otherwise cut and bruise them in a 
shocking manner. 

The magazine was situated in the bows of the 
vessel This part of the ship, as may well be ima- 
gined, is completely demolished. Indeed the ship 
remains as complete a wreck as probably was ever 
beheld —The timbers throughout appear to have 
been perfectly rotten Many of the guns were 
thrown overboard, and some of them (of large di- 
mensions) now hang as it were by a hair. 

It happened fortunately that sixty-two men for- 
merly attached to the frigate, were drafted on Tues- 
day, and had proceeded to Norfolk to form part of 
the crew of the frigate Constellation now on the eve 
of departure for a foreign station. ‘The band, 17 in 
number, were on shore. 





Baltimore and Ohio Rail Road—A correspon- 
dent of the New-York Commercial Advertiser says: 
Since I last saw you, I have visited most of that 
portion of the “* Chesapeake and Ohio Canal” which 
has been commenced, and the “ Baltimore and Ohio 
Rail Road.” These are important undertakings, 
and must be, at no distant day, second only to your 
great Western Canal. The Rail Road is progress- 
ing rapidly ; and, although some hundreds of work- 
men are now advertised for, it appeared to me that 
as many are now engaged as can work to advantage. 
The first ten miles from Baltimore is a perfect lev- 
el, and was to have been completed by the 4th of 
July next It will not, however, be ready on that 
day In making a rail road there is an advantage 
over that of digzing a canal, in the removal of the 
earth, &c. in deep cuts. As soon as a small por- 
tion of the road is completed, carriages are imme- 
diately put in operation, which remove the earth to 
that spot where it is wanted. The immense weight 
drawn in wagons, by one horse, I dare not mention 
—it would appear incredible to those who have ne- 
ver seen a rail road in operation. 
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Latest from England. 


The ship Mentor, Webb, has arrived at N. York 
from Liverpool, bringing London papers to the 8th 
and Liverpool to the 9th May inclusive. 

Parliament resumed their sittings on the 28th of 
April. The Duke of Norfolk, Lords Clifford and 
Dormer, (Catholics) took their seats in the House 
of Lords as Peers of the Realm After taking the 
oaths, these long excluded Peers shook hands with 
the Lord Chancellor, but were not introduced, as 
is the usual custom with newly created Peers. Sub- 
sequently, however, they received the congratula- 
tions of many noble and distinguished Feers—a- 
mongst whom were the Dukes of Sussex, Leinster, 
Earls Grey, Fitzwilliam, &c—They have thus re- 
sumed, if in their person it can be called resump- 
tion, the hereditary seats of their illustrious ances- 
tors, which no Catholic had been suffered to occu- 
py for 148 years. This is the first overt operation 
of the Catholic Relief Bill. 

Mr. O’Connell had not yet taken his seat in Par- 
liament. 

Westminster Abbey was discovered to be on fire 
on the 29th of April, but no material injury was 
done: it was presumed to have been the work of 
some incendiary. 

The riots in the manufacturing districts, have 
produced the consequences that were to be appre- 
hended. Blood was shed.—Five men have been 
killed at Rochdale, and about 25 wounded. For 
some time past, there had been much discontent on 
the part of the persons employed in the woollen and 
flannel manufacture against some of the masters 
who pay lower wages than others. The workmen 
destroyed the looms and shuttles, &c. so that per- 
sons inclined to work would be unable. A riot en-

sued. The military were called out.—23 of the rie 
oters were arrested, and 16 of them were commit 
ted to Lancaster. A large mob assembled before 
the prison for the purpose of liberating them — 
They attacked the soldiers with stones and wound- 
ed one of them. A party of cavalry arrived, who 
fired on the mob, killed 5, and wounded 25. 

The dragoons are ordered te march to-morrow 
from Birmingham to Leeds. 

Hopesare entertained that the differences between 
the masters and men at Spitalfields will be adjusted. 

The Plymouth Herald says: it is confidently re- 
ported, that the government of Great Britain, join- 
ed by that of France and Austria, will inform Russia 
that they will not remain silent spectators, and see 
Turkey become a conquered country. If Russia 
still persevere, itis more than probable that a higher 
tone will be used, and perhaps the torch of war, litin 
the East, may spread its flames throughout Europe.
